The State of Andhra Pradesh with its vast expanse of 2,75,068 sq.krns. divided in to 23 
Districts and 1105 Revenue mandals, abounds in a rich array of archaeological wealth of hoary 
past in the form of Pre, Proto and Early historic sites, religious edifices like Buddhist stupas, 
Viharas, Jaina Basadis, Hindu temples and Mosques, a large number of inscriptions and innumerable 
sculptures in the round, unearthed in every nook and corner in the country sfdo, As such it 
became necessary to locate, identify, document and preserve thorn for tho sake of posterity ami 
from decay, for, they servo as invaluable evidences to reconstruct not only tho political history 
but also the socio religious and cultural aspects, besides providing glimpses in to the contompoutry 
architectural and art traditions prevailing during different periods Keeping this objective in viow, 
the Department of Archaeology and Museums, Government of Andhra Piadosh omlurKeil on a 
scheme of "Village wise Survey and preparation of a Directory of Monuments" for oaeh district 
separately on the lines of "Antiquarian Remains of Madia:. Presidency (1HB4) compiled mrhei hy 
Robert Sewell and the? Antiguanan Remains of H E,H the Ni/am of Hyderabad t)taU i hy Henry 
Cousens (1898) respectively. Although, tho present work is based on the above two works and 
the District Manuals and Ga/,oltnorj> which appeared subsequently, which furnish information about 
each district comprehensively, the present work is an Improvement over them, for tho information 
available in them is far outdated and not subject to scrutiny. Similarly, the information furnished 
by the District Manuals and Ga/ottoors is too fragmentary and loosely knit rather than providing 
information of archaeological nature. 

Hence the* Department of Archaeology and Museums, realising tho dire n*o<l for an 
exclusive volume on archaeological matters, for each district thought it necessary to conduct 
"Village wise Survey" and bring out a separate Directory of Monuments, providing information on 
all archaeological aspects like pro, proto and early historic sites, monuments, srulpttires and 
inscriptions, to serve as basic data for laymen and source material for senous researchers 
Accordingly, a proposal was submitted to the Government of AP, hy DrV.V Krishna Sasny, tho 
then Director of Archaeology and Museums, Government ot Andhra Pradesh to create a separate 
cell for the purpose in the Department of Archaeology and Museums, which was qenerously 
accepted hy the Govt, and a section called Research & Training Cell came into being in tho year 
1985 88, 

After the scheme came into operation, Anantapur district was chosen first for the purpose 
of village wise survey, for, it stands first in the alphabetical order and also because it is one of 
the largest districts in extent consisting of 3385 villages, grouped under G3 Revenue mandals with 
an area of 19,130 sq.kms. Another reason that prompted to choose this district *s t its hoary past 



and abundant antiquarian wealth, lying scattered all over the district, which, to a large extent is 
left undisturbed inspite of the recent irrigation projects and industrial ^growth. 

Accordingly, the work began with Anantapur, the Head quarters of tha District In the yaar 
1986, The survey is aimed at complete study and recording of all details of archaeological $Hm> 
monuments of architectural importance like temples, mosques, forts, other religious and secular 
structures, sculptures and inscriptions, wherever available, be tt on hfH tops, rtver beds or In dttp 
forest regions In remote inaccessible areas, The information collected has been dMdtd Into thrtt 
volumes, keeping in view the large quantity of material and financial constraints, 

The present work he Volume*!, Is the first attempt in the process, covering 20 mandals 
situated in the north and norths-eastern parts of Anantapur district The remaining vlaats In the 
district will be dealt wfth in the subsequent volumes, The present survey brought to HgN; a m*mbtr 
of pre-historic, proto historic and early historic sftes, a large numbtf of temples, Ifthlc* records, 
loose stone sculptures, farts etc.

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INTRODUCTION 

SECTION - I 

PHYSICAL FEATURES : The District of Anantapur* 1$ situated In the souttvwestarn most 
tip of trie State of Andhra Pradesh between Latta ^ 1 and 1S14'N. and long.764r and 782e*E 
It is bounded on the north by the districts of Bellary and Kurnool, on the east by Cuddapah and 
Chlttoor, and on the south and west by the State of Kamataka* Consisting of 63 mandalt in all, 
It falls Into three natural divisions* vk, 1) the Northern taluks of Gooty, Tadipatri and Urvakomia 
with large expanses of black cotton soli, 2) the Central taluks comprising Anantapur, KaJyandurg* 
Rayadurg, Dharmavaram, Kadfri and Penukonda with arid treeless expanses erf poor tois, ami 
3)the Southern taluks, consisting of Hlndupur and Madakasira wfth comparatively lets Inhospitable 
soils, 

The total area occupied by the district Is 19,130 sq.kms. in extent and this is the largest 
district in the State of Andhra Pradeth. 

Anantapur, the headquarters of the District, seems to have acquired Its name, from a big 
tank, Anantasagaram, constructed by Chlkka Vodeya, the Minister of Bukka - I, (A.D.1344 ~ 1377) 
the Vsfayanagara ruler, According to some, the tank was named after Bukka's Queen, while, 
accotding to some others, the full name of Chikka Vodeya was Anantarasa Chlkka Vodeya, after 
whom both the tank and the town were named, 



The Wi hat pass through the district art mostly plain rocks wfth little or no vegetation 
and do not stand in comparison in size, height or thickness wrth those in the neighbouring 
Cuddapah district, ?ven these few ranges, run from north to south without bearing any specific 
name, However, there are five ranges of his, which pass through the district separating some 
taluks. Among them are the Muchukota range of hills, running In the north between tht Tadipatri 
taluk on one side and Qooty and Amntapur on the other* They are an extension erf the Palakondas 
In Cuddapah district connecting them with the Erramalais In Anantapur and Kurnod dlttrfctt, 
Their maximum helgt t found In Is ridges towards Kadlri la about 2000 ft* 

Tht other rar ge of hlls that pass through the district are the Nagasamudram hills !n 
Gooty Anarttapyram aid Dharrmvtram taluks, MaMappakonda In Penukonda taluk* the Penukooda 
his hi Dhatirttvaram, Penukonda and Hlndtipur taluks, and a chain erf hils that divide the 
Wadakaslra taluk Into *wo. Besides the above, there are a number of Isolated peaks (viz,) the 
huge Goaty rock (2106 ft), the Kundurpfdui-g (2992 ft,) and the Devadetabetta (2430 ft),

Interestingly enough, the district is not drained by any major river systems. There are only 

four minor rivers which run through the district. The river Pennon, rises in the Chennake&ava hills, 
north-west of Nandidurg in Kolar district of Karnataka and descends in north westerly direction 
It enters Andhra Pradesh near the village Chowturu south of * i* Jupur On the way in its northerly 
course, it is joined by Kumudvatl, its tributary near Hindupur, am where ft turns north -east, and 
passes through Penukonda, Dharmavaram, Kalyandurg, Anantapur, Goofy and Tadipatri taluks, Its 
northern tip is touched near Tadipatri from where it enters the Cuddapah district, 

Chitravati is the second largest river in the district, Rising In the Harlhareshwar hills, north 
of Nandidu r g, in Kolar district of Karnataka, it enters Andhra Pradesh near Kodlkonda in Hindupur 
takuk. Here, in this stretch of Hindupur, it receives its first tributary Kushavatl, from where it 
passes through the hilly uplands of Penukonda taluk, over a stony bod, It broadens in Dharmavaram 
taluk near Gotluru and continues further east, It serves as a good source of Irrigation for 
Dharmavaram taluk, through its spring channels. It then enters Tadipatri taluk, from whore It enters 
Cuddapah district in Jammalamadugu taluk. 

The Hagari or Vedavati and Papaghni are the other rivers that pass through the district 
In the taluks of Rayadurg, Kalyandurg and Kadirf, 

The main geological formations of the region are; i) the Arehasans, 2) the Dharwars, 3) 
the Cuddapah and 4) the Kurnools, The Archaean and Dharwar formations occur alt over the 
district while Cuddapah and Kurnool formations are found exclusively in Tadipatri and the eastern 
areas of Gooty and Anantapu* 

The Archaean group of rocks are confined to the northern portion of Gooty and Uravakonda 
taluks, west and north-west part of Anantapur taluk, east and south-west part of Katyandurg taluk, 
western part of Dharmavaram taluk and Rayadurg taluks, alt In central division, The main rock 
types Include, dolerite, schist, chlorite granules, banded ferruginous quartzlte with intercalations 
of quartzite, horn blende schists, quartz granulhe, amphlbdfte, metagabbro and metadolerite. 

The rocks belonging to lower Cuddapah group occur in the Tadlpatrt taluk of northern 
portion, The rocks comprise Pulivendala quartettes and Tadipatri shales. In the wettem parts of 
Tadipatri and eastern parts of Gooty and Anantapur taluks, the Papaghni series is exposed, 

The cheif minerals that occur In the district are, odd, diamond, barytas, asbestos, steatite, 
lime stones, abrasives, clay, iron ore and soap stone, The schist bete near RamagM in the south- 
western part, pf Dharmavaram region and in parts of Penukonda is known to yield gold, The pipe 
rocks near Vajrakarur are supposed to contain diamonds, Baryte deposits abundantly occur in 
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veins In lime stones, shales and quartettes on either sWe of the Tadlpatrl-Anantapur road to the 
south- wast of Muchukota and east of Venkatampalte, The bast quality of lime stone occurs north 
of Yadlk! arxJ 15 kms, from Rayalacherttvu ratfway station 

The general types of soils are black clay, black foam, Wack sand, red clay ar*d red loam. 
The black soil zone is mostly confined to the northern moat and northern divisions covering 
Gooty t Guntakal, Vajrakarur, Tadipatrl and Lattavaram, A portion of Tadipatri Is covered with red 
soli particularly near tho hills and along the margin of the rfvers. The areas in Hlndupur and 
Madakastra taluks are covered by fertile red soil and red loamy soils. 

Due to the geographical position, the region suffers from scarcity of rainfall. The arm is 
not benefited either by the south east monsoon or the south-west monsoon, because of the 
impediment of the htgh ghats, These conditions make agriculture very precarious and the region 
often pannes through drought and famine conditions, 

The average annual rainfall during the past eighty years has been 58,8 cms, while tha 
average for the past decade Is 55,83 cms, The areas of Kadirl t Hindupur, Madakaslra, Ptnukonda 
and Gooty receive slightly more than the average, while tha other areas receive less, The rainfall 
Is not equally distributed In the region, 



SECTION - II 

PRE & PRQTQ HISTORY ; Tht Anantapur region whteh forms the south-western part of 
Andhra Pradesh is an open country with a number of granite hills, The alluvial and red loamy 
soils In plain areas, as welt as the slopes erf hiocks might have helped the proto historic folk 
to adopt agriculture and plant cultivation, Earlier, the area was explored by eminent scholars like 
Robert Bryct Foote, CJ.Pelly, Meadows Taylor, Cornelius Oadrew, M,C,BurkWt, LACommlada, 
Reginald Bits, Major Wuchope. Longhurst, B. Subba Rao etc,, who brought to light few proto 
historic sites, After Bruce Foote (1914) no substantial work hab been done especially in Anarrtapw 
district. More than a century later, Dr.V.V.Raml Reddy (1968) carried out explorations In this region 
and reported the existence of few more mesollthto a- id proto historic sites, A couple of decades 
later, tha State Department of Archaeology and Museums, has taken up vitlage-wlsa survey in 
the district ami d!$cov0red a good number of ntw sftes not noticed by the earlier scholars, 

During the recent vBlage wise survey, It became an acute problem to locate and Identify 
some of the sites already reported by the earlier scholars, This Is probably due to the fact that

the sites were either converted into arable lands or for construction of houses, setting up of 
industries or due to the submergeance of lands under the major or minor irrigation projects and 
vandalism and periodic renovation of structural edifices etc. 

The conspicuous absence of palaeolithic sites in this region is a matter for discussion, 
Except for a solitary specimen of quartzite doubtful hand axe at Vidapanakallu reported by Foota, 
no substantial Information was recorded from this region so far, which dto not provide a suitable 
habitat for palaeolithic man. Probably this was because of the unfavourable climatic conditions 
that prevailed during the Pleistocene times. 

The occurrence of few mesolithic, a targe number of neolithic -chalcolithic and megaJifhic 
sites in this region suggests the prevalence of suitable and favourable climatic conditions during 
Holocene times, The sudden change of echo-environmental conditions In this region perhaps, 
brought about heavy rain fall resulting in thick vegetative forest zones, formation of river water 
systems and ponds etc. This environmental change facilitated the proto historic man to occupy 
natural caverns for shelter exploiting the soils nearby the tanks and rivar banks, for agriculture, 
Thus, the physiographical and geological factors contributed for the habitation by the proto historic 
folk of the region. This Is clearly attested by the discovery of nearly 50 proto historic habitation 
sites in the district. 

A good number of neolithic sites are widely distributed in Uravakonda, Vajrakarur, Kalyamlurg, 
Singnamala and Vidapanakallu mandals, in the northern most part of the district. The sites ar 
located In the slopes of castellated granite hills, The discovery of these habitation sites, suggest 
that the proto historic man chose granite hills not only for his habitation but also to xptoft the 
trap dykes for preparing his tool kit, The baisc raw material for making the tools conslst&d of 
dolerite or basalt, epldote granite, dtorfte, schist, quartz, sand stone, gniess etc, The culture is 
well represented with its chief characteristic features through polished stone axes, adzes, chop- 
perchopping tools, rubbing stones, picks, saddle querns, sling balls, hammers, ring stones, parallel 
sided blades etc. The ceramic industry mainly includes hand made un-burnlshed gray warn, 
burnished blotchy grey ware, dull red ware, painted black on red ware perforated ware, black 
ware etc. The general forms are spouted pots, channeled bowls, legged pots, lipped vessels, 
basins, bowls etc. They are often decorated with horizontal bands In ochr paint, perforated, 
incised designs, impressed painted black on red ware with horizontal and vertical bands, lattices, 
loops, chevrons, zig-zag bands etc. The other cultural milieu consists of beads in stone and 
terracotta bangles, terracotta figurines and copper fish hooks, axes 0tc, 
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Excavations at Pafavoy and Hullkaltu provided a clear stratrigraphica! cultural milieu. Tht 
material reflects the pattern and various walks of the life of the tarty farming communities, 

Tht discovery of rock art at Velpumadugu and Budagavl goes a fongway to undarstand 
the tocio-raligious aspects of the neolithic man besides his dally lift, A good number of neolithic 
tods and pot sherds, nearby the above places, suggests that they were the works of the neolithic 
man. The survival of the culture In this region, based on the excavations at Pafavoy and Huiikaiiu, 
can be fixed roughly between 2500 B.C. and 1000 B,C< 

The meagre occurrence of a few megalithic and tarty historic sties In this region when 
compared to the other parts of the state in the north, Indicates a shift in the climatic conditions 
from 1st melllnlum B.C. onwards which probably resulted In less habitation during the period. 
Perhaps, the same climatic conditions continue to prevail avtn now, 

Intensive explorations yielded few typ^s of cairn circles, post-hole cists, dolmens, menhirs 
etc,, at place? like Mydigat, Hufikallu, Pafavoy, Pappuru, Kadarabandl Bhogasamudram, Golfapafte 
etc. EaHier, Cadrew excavated the barrows and graves near Guntakal railway locomotive workshop 
and brought to light excellent collection of iron Implements and megatithic pottery, Recent 
excavation at Huiikaiiu clearly showed the smooth emergence of megallthtc culture from the main 

stream of neollthlc-chalcollthlc culture in this region, Typical black and red ware, polished black 
ware and red wares are collected at a number of places* along with the neolithic *-chalcottthic 

materials, which suggests cultural continuity, right from the nedrthte to the mtgalithic periods, 

Early historic phase Is represented by Wack and red ware, thick in fabric, red polished 
wire, Wack ware, russet coated ware, well decorated pottery, early Brahml label inscriptions on 
coins and stone and brick structures, The above evidence It weft attested at Sasanlkota, Pafavoy,

SECTION - ill 

HISTORICAL BACKGROUND : The historical beginnings of Anantapur district can be 
traced from at early as 4th-3rd C,B,C, in Mauryan period, under Asoka (272-236 B.C.) whose 
Rock edicts art discovered In the neighbouring Kamataka at Sfddapur, Jatlnga Rameshwararn and 
BmhmagW in Chftuldurg district* Nltturu in Belfary district and Ermgudl and Rajulamandagirl in 
Kurnool district erf Andhra Pradesh, From this, ft appears that during this period, Anantapur with 
Its adjoining regions, formed part of Asoka's territories with Sonnagfri, modern Jonnaglrl in Kurnod 
district as Regional headquarters. After this, the region passed Into the hands of a branch of the 
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Satavahanas or their feudatories, who exercised authority in the south western Daccart during 
lst-3rd C.A.D. The discovery of few coins bearing the legend 'Harati' thonging to Vinhukada 
Chutukulananda and a large number of urvinscribed lead coins with horse on the obvtrsi and 
the characteristic ten arched chaitya hill with a wavy line below, tsslgnabii to the Maharathls, 
who were feudatories of the Satavahanas, lends support to the abwe view. Further, the discovery 
of a hitherto unknown early historic site at S^sanikota, In Hlndypur taluk, which yitfcJad tracts of 
Satavahana culture (viz.) coins, terracotta figurines, typical red pdishad and rad slipped warts. 
brick built structures, supports the assumption that Anantapur district was indeed In the hands 
of a branch of .Satavahanas and their feudatories i.e. Maharathis, who held sway ove r the region 
with Banavasi in Chitaldurg district, However, It is interesting to noli thai this part of the Oeccan 
never felt the presence of the imperial Satavahanas, After the decline of the Satavahana power, 
the region of Anantapur passed into the hands of their successors (viz) iht Kadombaa, who 
with the Pallavas of Kanchi for supremacy, In the waka of this itruogit* ros the western 
who succeeded ultimately and xercistd authority, as can be sttn from the two copper plate 
grants of Sasanlkota, Hindupur taluk, and PenukdrnJa asaignaWt to 4th 5th CAD Of them the 
former mentions a Maharaja Madhava Varman, while the latttr rtftrs to his grandson Maclhavt 
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Varman-IL 

CHALUKYAS OF BADAMl : The next important 0foch tn tht history c$ Anantapur dturtet

RASHTRAKUTAS : There te no direct evidence in the form of inscriptions atttsilna 
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the authority of their successors, Le. Rashtrakutas. However, tW period from the middle of 
century to the last quarter of 10th, witnessed the rule of a local famly (viz.) the Nolambi-Piitvts, 
who held sway over Nolambavadl-32000, owing allegiance to tht Rashtrakutas Their Inscriptions 
were discovered at few places in the district at Kambaduru {KaJvandurg tq.), whteh mentions 



Pdalchora, SantabWenuru (Hlndupur tq,) and Hindupur dated 8.775 (A.0,853) Another Important 
epigraph recovered from this district is at Kambadur dated S.8G5 (A,D, 883), which mftrs to a 
certain Tribhuvanadhira,, who engaged himself in a series of conflicts with the Banas ar>d Vaidumbas, 
Hl$ rule gains significance, for, he is said to have taken part In the famous battle of Soremati 
and suffered defeat, though temporarily, Their inscriptions are also recovered at Henjeru, modern 
Hamavatl In Hindupur tq M which Is their capital, 

CHALUKYAS OF KALYANA : After the Rashtrakutas, rose to power, the Chatukyat of 



Kalyana who succeeded the Rashtrakutas in A.0,973. An Inscription at Kogali, tstabtislies Tatfa's 
rule over Nolambavadi who defeated the Chdas at Roddam, identifiable with modtm Roddam in 
Penukonda tq. This period witnessed a protracted struggle for supremacy betwetn the Chufykyti 
erf Kalyana and Chdas of Tanjore, which resulted In a number of battles, fixing the river Tungabhadra 
as the boundary between them, Another Important inscription of this period comts from Donekaflu 
(Gooty tq.) of Someswara-l dated 8,981 (A,D, 1059) which refers to his expedition agttrtft the 
Cholas, During the reign of Someswara- II (A, D, 1068-78), the fort of Gooty was laid ttlge to by 
Vim Rajendra, brother of Rajendra4l, the chda emperor, Some$vara-tt was succeeded by hit 
younger brother Vlkmmadltya-VI, Tribhuvantmaila* whose Inscriptions are found In the district* 
referring to his subordinates and tht various offices held by them, It wit during the 'reign of 
TaBa~4H (A.D.tt 49-61) took place the over throw of the Chalukyan power. The last known Chalykyan 
ruler was Someswara-IV (A,D. 1184-1200), His Inscription at Pitasivamm In Madakaslra tq, reftm 
to him as the destroyer of the Kaiachurya rice. During this period alto took place tht Hoyaaala 
and Yadava Incursions, who vted wtth one another for mastery ovtr tht dlttrtot. A number 01 
Inscriptions ranging from S.113? (A,D, 1215) to 8*1142 (A.DJ220) refer to the Yadava king Sirnhana 
*and his subordlimtes viz. Mahamandaleswara, Ranakumara Jagatapu DamiWeva Cholamaharafa, 
Lakshmldhara Pandlta, Pattasahanadhipatl MWIeya Sthfnl and Jagadate Bhogtswtradeva Maharaja, 
Afterwards, the authority of the Hoyasalas In the district received a set back, which was confined 
to tht Ptm^cmda rtgton only, as, In A.D.132Q, Balfala-tll occupied Penukonda and appointed his 
son~lrHaw Mai^iaya Dannayaka as Its 0overnor. The administrative territories, that occur In the 
Inscriptions of the period are, SlndavadHOOO, Kannekallu-300, Matte-400 l 8ifa-~30G 0tc. 

VlJAYANAGARA ; The next Important land mark In the history of Anantapur district Is 
the Vljaymntgara Period, which came Into being In the midst of troublous unsettled political 
conditions and the liberation movement launched to free tht western Andhra country, from tht 
Muslim yoke, under the leadership of AravW Somtdevamja of Karnpll and Hoytsata Battafa-ilt of 
Dvarasamudram, Harihara-4 and his brother Bukka-l, the founding fathers of the newly carv(d 
kingdom, made Guttl Initially as their hase for operations, which was an event of far reaching 
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consequence. Soon after, Bukka-l wrested Penukonda from the Hoyasata subordinates, to which 
he shifted his headquarters, About the same time, in the year A.D.1347, rose the powerful Bahmani 
kingdom at Gulbarga, which resulted in a series of struggles between the two powers, After 
Harihara-l, his brother Bukka-l, appointed his son Viruparma as the governor of Penukonda and 
kept him under the guidance of his minister, Anantarasa Chikka Vodaya, when, the fort of 
Penukonda was built, The reign of Bukka-l, witnessed incessant conflicts with the Bahmani Sultan 
Mohammed Shah-L From then, onwards, the reigns of Harlhara If (1377 1404); Vlrupak&ha I 
(1404-05), Bukka-ll (1405-06) his son Devaraya-l (1406-1420) and Devaraya-ll (1422-40), wore 
full of unrest, due to conflicts with the Bahmani Sultans, It was during the^ reign of Maltikarjuna 
(1446-65) began the decline of the first dynasty i.e. Sangama, when took place, the invasions of 
Allauddin-ll of Gulbarga and Kapileswara Gajapati of Qrissa, In A,D,1485, Praudhadevaraya* the 
last Sangama ruler was deposed by Saluva Narasimha, his subordinate, who crowned hlmsttf 
king, His rule over the district is attested by an inscription at Ramapuram, dated S 1407 A, 0,1 485, 
Not longafter, his younger son Immadi Narasimha, was confined to Penukonda and the administration 
was carried out, In his name by Narasanayaka of the Tuluva family who exercised dafacto authority. 
He was followed by his son Vira Narasimha, in A.D.15Q3, when heralded the dawn of the Third 
Dynasty over Vijayanagar. There are few Inscriptions of this ruler at Tadipatri, 

Vira Narasimha was succeeded by his younger brother Krishnadevaraya in A.0,1509, the 
greatest among the Vijayanagara emperors, immediately after his accession, Krishnadevartya 

proceeded against Penukonda and captured it. There are about 25 Inscriptions in the district, 
attesting evidence to his rule, ranging from S.1432 (A, D. 1510) to S.1452 (A. D. 1630) which mention 
a host of nobles and chiefs, prominent among them being the prince Tirumala, Aliya Ramaraja, 
his son-in-law, Virabhadra, the Gajapatl prince, and Timma and Govinda, the Saluva brothers, 

Krishnadevaraya was followed by his half brother Achyuta (A.D.1630 to 1542), when began 
the struggle for succession, During this reign broke out a rebellion at Gutti, by a certain Tlmmappa 
Nayaka, which was however, successfully quelled. Achyuta is represented by about 50 inscriptios 
in the district, a majority of them in Hindupur taluk. 

The death of Achyuta In A.D.1542 once again gave rise to the succession struggle, between 
Salakaraju China Tirumala who championed the cause of VenkataK his nephew ami the Infant 
son of Achyuta, and Aliya Ramaraya, who supported Sadastva In the sanguinary battles that 
followed, Ramaraya liberated Sadash/a from Imprisonment at Gooty, and proclaimed htm emperor, 
after defeating and killing Salakaraju China Tirumala on the banks of the rfvej Tungabhadra, From 
then on, Ramaraya began exercising defacto authority over the empire* ami began to frequently 
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interfere in the affairs of the neighbouring Deccan Sultanates which ultimately led 10 their joining 
together and brought about the fall of th* Vijayanagara empire in A, 0,1565 tn a battle at Bani 
Haiti, There are about 100 Inscriptions of Sadaslva In the district, ranging from 8,146$ (A.DJ543) 
to SJ489 (A.D.1567), The death of Ramaraya and the consequent occupation of the city of 
Vijayanagara by the allied forces, led to the flight of Sadaslva to PenukoncJa from where he began 
ruling, though nominally, with the assistance of Peda Tirumala, son of Ramaraya, 

IVth Dynasty : With the fall of Vijayanagara empire In A<D,1565 came to an end the Illrd 
Dynasty i,e. Tutu, resulting in Its dismemberment, The year 1570, witnessed the rise of another 
dynasty viz., the Aravidu or the IVth dynasty, under the leadership of Tirumala, who began ruling 

from Penukonda, From this period onwards began the continuous warfare between the erstwhile 



Vijayanagara kingdom on one hand and the Adllshahls of Bljapur on the other, VmkaUMi 
(1586 1614), son of Sriranga-II was the greatest of this dynasty who Is represented by a number 
of Inscriptions all over the district, After him, slowly but gradually the kingdom went into oblivion, 
giving rise to the growth of a number of petty chieftains, and Palegars, Among them were the 
Hande, Kundurpl and the Harati chiefs, who held sway over different parts In the district Than 
came the authority of the Mughals for a short period, during which, the Marathas under tht 
leadership of Morarlrao, established themselves at Gooty In A,D, 1754, During the time of Morarlrao, 
Hyder All beselged Gooty and caputred it. With the death of Tlppu In A, D. 1799, the territories of 
Gooty, passed into the hands of the Nlzams of Hyderabad, on whose behalf of Cot Bowser 
occupied the fort of Gooty, Since then, the territory of Anantapur came to be known as Ceded 
district of the British over which the British appointed Col. Munro as Principal Collector. Munro, 
quelled the recalcitrant Palegars and established a well organised Government, By 1804, ht 
liquidated them totally and brought about peace and tranqulllty to the district, 

SECTION - IV 

In the present volume, archaeological Information pertaining to 20 mandals, as against a 
total of 63 in the district, covering nearly 718 villages Including hamlets, situated In the northern 
and north-eastern parts of the district has been Incorporated. Recent village wise exploration 
brought to light the existence of a good number of archaeological sites and monuments, besides 
a large number of inscriptions and loose sculptures, In addition to those already noticed and 
reported by scholars like R.Bruce Foote ( CJ.Petty, Sir Meadows Taylor, Cornelius Cadrew, 
M.C,Burktt, DACommiade, Reginald Ells, Major Wuchrope, Longhurst and B.Sybbt Rao, But 
during the recent survey, ft was otjserved that some sftes noted by the previous scholars were 
either partly or completely disturbed. 
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The survey, save for few Mesolithic tools, did not yield any Palaeolithic sites worth 
mentioning. However, concentration of Neolithic and Ndolithic-Chalcolithlc sites has been observed 
in the mandals of Uravakonda, Vajrakarur, Vidapanakallu and Kadirl, where the culture is well 
represented through polished stone axes, adzes, sling balls, rubbers, pestles, stone querns, 
microlithic blades, blotchy grey ware, dull red ware, black ware etc. Painted black on red ware, 
perforated red ware, and a meagre quantity of copper finds, are also noticed In the late phase 
of the culture in the excavations at Hulikallu. The recent discovery of rock paintings In red ochre, 
and white pigments in the rock shelters at Budagavi, In Uravakonda mandal, assignable to the 
neolithic times, representing scenes of hunting and animal figures, portray the contemporary lifo 
of the neolithic- chalcolithic people In the region, 

The next important epoch In the growth of human civilization in Anantapur district Is the 
Iron age or Megalithic culture, well documented by a number of burial sites in the form of cairn 
circles, cist burials, and menhirs at places like Narpaia. Pedda Pappuru and Vidapanakallu, The 
occurrence of typical megallthlc ware i.e. black and red ware, along with chalcolithic grey ware 
and early historic pottery at places like Culayapalle, Palacherla, Muntlmadugu etc,, indicates 
continuous habitation of the sites right from nellthic to early historic times, Gadrew, colloctod few 
horse bits and iron objects near Guntakal locomotive workshop, comparable to those in other 
South Indian sites. 

The early historic period, characterised by Its typical russet coated ware, black and red 
ware with thick fabric, red slipped ware, black ware etc. Is noticed at few sites like Konakondla 
In Vajrakarur mandal. Here, on the top of the hill was discovered a Jalna establishment, comprising 
rock shelters, alignments of brick built structures, and few Jalna images datable to 4ttv5th century 
A.D. Near the above, was found on a huge rock boulder, an incised line drawing of a circle, 
divided into two halves, intersected by horizontal lines and Inverted triangles, which. It Is believed, 
is a lithic representation of the earth's hemisphere, comprising th Island called Jambudvlpa, I,*, 
Bharata Varsha or modern India, This cosmic representation of the earth's hemisphere, is an 
astronomical marvel, encountered, perhaps, for the first time In Andhra Pradesh, specially In itthlc 
medium. It is also believed that this lithic representation of Jambudvlpa is a contribution of the 
Jainas, to cosmology and astronomy, for, according to them, the earth was made up of a series 
of concentric circles of land masses, surrounded by concentric ocean rings. In the centre, lay 
the island of Jambudvipa. The diagram also provides for the first time, the cosmic concept of 
Mount Meru, which lay in the middle of the Jambudvlpa arid the concept of Samatalabhuml This 
argument seems to gain support from the fact that Konakondla was the sacred birth place of 
the Jaina Pontiff, Kundakundacharya, who flourished in 1st-2nd century A.D. According to Tloya 
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Pannathi, (gatha:4,l780 st.sef) Mount Meru. is made up of a frustrum of cones Earth's true axis 
passes along the hypotenuse of an approximate of cone of Meru and not along its axis, The 
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radium of Jambudvipa is equal to the apparent radius of Jambudvipa minus Meru's base on earth 
i.e. 50000 5000 45,000 yojanas. This estimate of the circumference of Jambudvipa coincides 
with the parallel maximum declination of the Sun i,e. 235' north, 

Regarding monuments, the district abounds in a large number of Hifidu temples, ranging 
from the medieval and late medieval times I.e. from 9th- 10th century Nolamba style of temples 
to late Vijayanagara I.e. 1 3th 1 5th century A.D. But hare, again, most of the temples are found 
to be thoroughly renovated, giving them almost a new look, and depriving them of their original 
features, while a large number are In dilapidated condition, Similarly loose sculptures and Inscriptions! 
slabs, were removed from their original places to distant places, while few are kept in newly built 
sanctums for worship. Same Is the case with Inscription^ slabs, which were used for construction 
purposes as building material. 

Th ttmples noticed, have been broadly classified Into 4 major categories They are, t 
Vijayanagara, 2. Post Vijayanagara or late medieval, 3, modern arxi 4. recent. To the first category, 
belong temples with typical Vijayanagara architectural features, as at Tadipatrl, Bukkarayasamudram 
aixl Penn Ahobllam. They represent the classic examples of Vijayanagara architecture atwl art, 
like stepped pyramidal vimana with storeyed sikhara, monolithic pillars with Pushpapotika motifs, 
decorated eaves, richly ornamented door jambs, kumbhapanjara motHs in the niches on the exterior 
walls, stone chariots, high prakara walls and Pushkarinis or water tanks etc. The decorative art 
motifs Include the floral and foliage patterns, animals and birds, klrtimukhas, human and divine 
figures etc. The prakara walls of the temples at Tadipatr! depict mythological scenes from the 
epics like Ramayana, Maha Bharata and Bhagavata etc. There are also portrait sculptures carved 
elegantly on the pillars of the mandapa. The temple at Penn Ahobllam is a classic example for 
this style of Vijayanagara architecture and art, 

To the next category I.e. Post Vijayanagara, or late medieval period, belong temples, 
bearing some of the survival architectural features of the proceeding period, built by petty local 
chieftains between I5th-I7th centuries A.D. These are generally characterised by lesser proportions 
In size and magnitude, with low adhlstanas, yet, possessing all the components, like pillared 
mandapa, pillars with pushpapodlka capital, dvarapalakas In the door-Jambs, small gopuras, water 
tanks or stepped wells and prakara walls without any carvings. 
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To the third category i.e. modern period, belong temples, built in brick and lime mortar, 
flat sanctums without sikharas, mandapas with plain featureless pillars, and walls ptasterud with 
lime. These were built generally in the early modern period I.e. 18th -19th century A.D. and devoid 
of any architectural features. 

To the last category i.e. Recent, belong temples raised in recent years i.e. a century or 
more which do not call for any architectural study, yet dominate in number. 

Another class of monuments encountered In the district is Forts, which abound in number 
Among them, the fort of Gooty stands foremost, for its antiquity as well as technical devices 
typical of a medieval fort, 

Numerous loose stone sculptures In the round, have been discovered, in temple premises, 
agricultural fields, tankbunds, road side, hill tops etc. Among them, a large number are found to 
be Anjaneya Images which reflect the popularity of the cult of Hanuman. However, there are few 
rare sculptures like Vishnu as Chennakesava and Seshasayana. Venugopala as Ardhanariswara 
from Salakamcheruvu, is a rare example in Vaishnava art, datable to I4th-I5th century A.D. Other 
sculptures include Veerabhadra, Kurnara, Parvati, Bhairava, Srldevi, Bhudevi, and Hero stones 
depicting warriors in fighting scenes etc.

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1. Village : ANANTAPUR URBAN 

A. Approach : Anantapur town (Lat.14,4<rN, Long,7737'E) is tht headquarters of (he 
district. It is 42 miles south of Guntakal. It can also be reached by regular R T C Bus from all 
important places of Andhra Pradesh, 

B. Topography : It is surrounded by black and red soil patches 

C. Historicity : Anantapur town falls distinctly into two areas, the old town and thn 
extensions, upto the nearest village Papampalli at a distance of about 6 kms 

Anantapur is familiarly known as Hande Anantapurarn after the Handa chiefs of ttw 
Vijayanagara period, Along with few other places, Anantapur was gifted by the Vijayanagma rulors 
to Hanumappa Naidu of the Hande family, The place subsequently came under the rytu of tho 
Qutubshahis, Moghuls and the Nawabs of Cuddapah, During the time of Ramappa of the Hondo 
line, Anantapur was occupied by the Palegar of Bellary, But tt was won back whan Ramappa'8, 
son Siddapa was installed in 1753 as the Palegar, with the help of the troops supplied by Morari 
Rao of Gooty. The place then came into the possession of Hyd@r All and Tippy* of whom the 
latter hanged all the male members of the Palagar's family except Siddappa, who tacapad from 
his confinement at Srirangapatnam, After Tippu's death it was Slddappa who took back Annntipur 
in A.D, 1799. He submitted to the Nizam, who acquired control over tht area by the treaty of 
1799. He was later on pensioned off, when the British occupied the territory in A.D, 1800, Anantapyr 
was selected by Sir Thomas Munro, the first principal collector of the ceded Districts, as tils 
headquarters, 

D. Antiquarian Remains ; 

a. In Anantapur Urban lie two famous temples viz, Kasivisveswara and Satyanarayina and 
a mosque which are modern constructions, The other structures of archaeological Important are, 
the residence of Sir Thomas Munro, three old wells and an unidentified fort, 

b. Fort : Towards the northern end of the town, there lay an old Fort, Tht local weekly 
market is held on Fridays on the site where the fort stood, No clear tracts of the structure art 
noticed. 

c. Sir Munro's Residence : It is a protected Monument of the Department erf ArchntoJogy 
and Museums, Andhra Pradesh. It is situated behind the present R & B Bungalow, At prtsent 
the residence of Sir Thomas Munro is being used as an Office of the District Rural Development 
Authority. The bungalow proper, consists of ground floor and first floor wtth a central Hall and 
eleven chambers in each floor, tn one of the chambers, to the right of the central haft. Js a 
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woodtn ttatrcast lading to the first floor, On the right side of the balcony, there Is another 
wooden staircase which leads to the top of the bungalow. The roof Is divided Into eleven portions 
by means of short walls, bounded by a parapet wall. There are verandahs on all the three skJ@s. 
There art three wells In the prescincts of the bungalow. Other important structures are the 
Government Basic Training School (198?) and the Government Multl prupose High School (1886) 

2. VHtegt ; ANANTAPUR RURAL 

A. Approach : It Is situated 3 kms, away from Anantapur town proper, The old town can 
be approached by bus towards TadifJatrl 

B* Topography : The old town Is separated from the Urban aroa of Anantapur, by a 
canal called Marava 'Vanka 1 . The old town Is established on one side of Anantasagaraiu The 
town Is fed by the Pandaneru river, a tributary of the river Pennoru On the other sldo of the 
taluk lies the tank Bukkarayasamudram, A part of the tankbund that comas under the limits of 
Anantapur rural is called 'Musalammakatta'.

D. Antiquarian Remains ; 

i. Mtsolithlc Sitt : The sit is located on the right bank of a stream called "Nadfrni 
vanka". Explorations yielded a few mfcroJIths comprising fluted cores, blades* flakes, chips, 
un-retouched blades etc, The site is very much disturbed, 

b I. Ch0nntkttvf iwamy tempfe : It Is a protected monument of the Archaeological 
Department, Government of Andhra Pradesh, It Is one of the biggest and ofdest temples in 
Anantapur old town, It consists of a mahamandapa, ardhamandapa and the garbhagrlha, The 
presiding deity is Chennakesavaswamy (60 x 50 cms,), carved in black stone, Above the sanctum, 
Is noticed a dlvitalavlmana, The Idol of Chennakesavaswamy holds sankha in the upper right hand 
and chakra In the left rear hand, gada In the lower left hand, while the front right hand is In 
ad/?ayarnudra. The temple can be dated to fate medieval period, There is an adjoining chamber 
containing panchaloha idols of the Utsava Vigraha t namely, Srtdevi, Bhudevl and Nelfadevf, In 
another chamber, in the same courtyard, is kept the idol of Anjaneya carved in black stone, in 
the northern corner of the temple is a chamber of the Mulavfgraha of Amritavalli and Andalu, 
In the adjoining chamber are the Idols of the nine alwars made of panchaloh, 

II. Sri Vlruptkthetwtmtwamy tsmptt ; It is situated in the main Bazar or Gandhi Bazar 
in the old town of Anantapur, to the northern sWt of Sri Kanyakaparamaswart Devasthanam, it 
faces east. It is built of dressed stones ami bricks with flat roof, It consists of a garbhagriha, an

ardhamandapa, a mukhamandapa, and pra/cara wall, The entire structure Is plastered There Is a 
tower with Kuta, Sala, Panjara series over the rnukhamandapa . Here, one of the central niches 
contains a panel of Siva and Parvati with NandK 

The garbhagriha contains a Sivalinga, The lintel of the ardhawmdapa Is depicted with 
the figure of Gajalakshmi. There are panchaloha Images of Virupaksha, Parvati and Ganga in tho 
mandapa. The Virupaksha image in standing posture with four hands, the front right hand In 
abhaya pose, while the front left hand is in varada pose, The rear right hand holds ankusa and 
the rear left hand holds mriga. On stylistic grounds it can be dated to 1 7th century A D 

iii. Vighneswara temple : It is a sub -shrine in the tempi complex It houses the simtcni 
image of Siddhivinayaka in black basalt on a pedestal, His lower right hand b in abhaya posturo 
and the upper hands hold daman/ and trident and In the lower left hand is a modaka, Mushtka, 
the vahana Is carved below the deity, He is decorated with Kirftama/ctrta and Udarabandha. 

iv. Prasanna Parvati Temple : This Is situated on the right side of the main tempi* It 
enshrines the image of Parvati It has a pillared mukhamandapa, 

v. Navagrahamandapa : In between the main temple and the mandapa on the northern 
side, lies the Navagrahamandapa. There is another ante chamber in this shrina, just behind iha 
Navagrahas, in which a stone idol of Anjaneya is placed, 

vi. Obuiadevaraswamy temple : In the Navagrahamandapa Is another shrine which houses 
the deity Obuiadevaraswamy, a Vaishnava deity, 

vil Nagulakatta : The area where Naga panels are noticed is called "Aswathanarayanakatta" 
which is found to the south of the main temple, In a niche, are found three nagi sculptures, 
one seven hooded naga, one naglni In anthropomorphic form flanked by serpents and nagabandha* 
Around a tree nearby, are found 19 naga sculptures, Of them, 13 are Nagabandhas, 4 Nagas, I 
anthropomorphic Nagini, flanked by serpents and one seven hooded Naga All the figures appear 
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to be of modern period. 

viii. Sri Kanyakaparameswari temple ; It is a recently constructed temple. 

ix. Boyagiri Rajulavari temple : It Is also recently constructed, fn the old town area of 
Anantapur, known as Gandhi Nagar. 

x. Iswara temple : It is also located in the main bazar area of the old Anantapur town. 
Though the structure is a modern one, the Sivalinga and the Nandi might have been brought 
from somewhere and placed in this temple and they can be roughly dated to the medieval period. 
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a Mosqyit - Jamla Masjld : It lies In between the Kanyakapararneswari temple and tha 
Vfrupaksheswara temple In the main bazar area, The mosque consists of a rectangular hall, five 
arches with six plain stone pillars* a projecting roof and a parapet wall on the top, To the right 
of the entrance, are three open cells, To the left of the entrance Is a verandah which faces a 
square water tank, A festival of Urs Is celebrated on the 23rd and 27th of August every year 
On architectural grounds It can be dated to the late medieval period, 

d. Munro's Cutchtry : It is located In the old Anantapur town The building was used

<x Fort : The citadel Is constructed on the western most periphery of the hillock, It is 
approached by paven path leading first to an outlying spur strongly fortified and known In earlier 
days as 'Mar Gooty'. The fortification includes walls connected by 14 gateways and a series of 
bastions. There are a number of wells, One of them Is believed to have been connected with a 
stream at the foot of the hill, 

d. Munro'* choultry : It Is situated In the midst of the village on the eastern side of the 
Kurnool-Anantapur road, It was constructed by the Government during the last days of Sir Thomas 
Munro for the benefit of travellers, 

e Gooty Fort : The hill fort of Gooty, built on a massive preclptlous rock, springs abruptly 
from the plain with which the outlying rock is strongly fortified, According to Col- Wtlks 'the fort 
is composed of a number of strong works, occupying the summit of a cluster of rocky hills 
connected with each and other enclosing a level space, The town Is approached from the plain 
by a single gateway, on the south-west and by small foot paths, across the lower hills, communicating 
through small sally ports, A smooth rock rising from the northern llmtt of the circle, and fortified 
by gradation, surmounted by 14 gateways, over looks and commands the whole of the outer 
works, and forms a citadel which famine or treachery alone can reduce". 

The fort of Gooty Is situated on a roughly cluster of steep and bare rocky Mis, on east, 
north and south, connected by lower spurs, and tn the mWst Is a considerable area of level 
ground. It Is about 7 miles in circumference and situated with In 2 mlfes distance from the railway 
station on the south-east. The hill on which It rises Is about 1700 ft, high from the adjoining 
ground level, The hills on four skies are encircled by a strong outer fortification wall, built of 
Irregular blocks of red granite, and lime as mortar. Bastions about 100 in all are semi circular In 
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shape. There are also a number of watch towers flanking the gateways. In short the defences of 
Gooty consist of seven rampart walls, one within the other, encircling the different peaks of the 
hill, thus giving the shape of a spiral or conch from base to the top, There are 14 gateways, 
providing entry into the fort, through the hill, facing north, south and west, Another important 
feature of the fort is the existence of long and wide battlements or wall walks in side the ramparts, 
protected by a continuous parapet wall on the front face, pierced with loop holes The bastions 
have openings in between. As regards the construction, the fortifications are built of small ami 
irregular blocks of red granite with chips of core In side in the lower or outer fortification wall, 
and pointed with lime mortar in the joints On the other hand, the fortifications on tho hill are 
built of huge blocks of stone, showing original traces of cyctopean masonary and lime pointing 
at certain places. 

Structures : There are not many structures that call for detailed study, However the few 
existing ones are the stables for Horses, situated by the side of the square well In the level space 
of the 1 st gate, the stables for elephants, the kitchen and jail In the 8th gate area, a small temple 
near the Vanfasa/a bavi, the Ranga Mahal In the 9th gate, and the ruined palace complex and 
treasury with in the 4th gate.

Towards 
north of the entrance wall, a cow with five heads is depicted. The other depictions are, a Vyali, 
elephant, an oldrnan waking with the liulp of a stick and shanmukha. On the northern wal of 
the temple, is depicted a Nagabandha. By the side of this, a snake charmer is depicted. The 
ceiling of the mandapa contains a fine lotus. Erotic figures are also depicted on the prakara wall. 
The temple has an ekatalavimana which contains miniature shrines. The sikhara seems to have 
been constructed with bricks. The vitmna Is partially damaged. The temple may be assigned to 
the Vijayanagara period on the basis of architectural features.

A. Approach : The town (Lat.1455'N, Long,78E,) lies about 53 kms. north east of 
Anantapur on the southern bank of Pennar river, There is regular bus service from all important 
places to the town. There is also a railway station on the Guntakal Madras line about 75 kms, 
from Guntakal, 

B. Topography : The town Is situated on the bank of the river Pennar which flows from 
west to east and turns southwards almost encircling it, The town is one of the important commercial 
centres in the district. 

C. Historicity ; It is stated that the area in which this place is situated was formerly 
known as Bhaskarakshetra. To Its south lay a thick forest, full of palm trees, It was therefore 
called Tamalapalle (Tatlvanam) and was named as Tatipatrl during the time of Pemma&anf Ramalinga 
Naidu, a local chieftain under the Vijayanagara king Praudha Devaraya, 

D. Antiquarian Remains ; 

i. Buggaramalingeswara temple : It is situated on the southern bank of the Pennar rlvor, 
The temple consists of a sanctum, ardhamandapa< and mukhamandapa in an axial Una, There is 
a perennial underground stream from which water flows into the sanctum where the linga Is 
consecrated. The linga is said to be swayamhhu The temple contains bas relief sculptures illustrating 
episodes from Ramayana and Mahabharata The main entrance of the temple is from the* uuutlmrn 
side through a gopura which is unfinished. The mukhamandapa contains four plain pillars, The 
vimana is of two storeyed (dlvltala) type crowned by a round sikhara. At the edges of ach fa/a 
are karnakutas. On either side of the mukhamandapa to its south and north, are porches, which 
contain pillars with rearing yalls and pilasters, To the east of the southern porch is a shrine 
dedicated to Veerabhadra and near the northern porch is another one consecrated to Parasurama. 
A shrine with two chambers dedicated to the Goddess and Sri Rama stands near the southern 
porch, The vimana of the Devi temple Is two storeyed with karnakuta and pan/am motifs, Sri Rama 
temple faces south, The mandapa of this shrine Is well decorated, It contains 29 pillars with four 
central pillars forming Rangamandapa, A typical pillar has shaft attached to all the four sides with 
roaring lions at the base. There are Lotuses at ail the four corners in the ceiling, The southern 
and northern gopuras are unfinished, This temple was built in th6 last quarter of 15th century in 
typical Vijayanagara style. The most striking feature is the panjara motif, a bigger one In the centre 
and smaller ones on either side. The kirtimukha on the top encloses a miniature shrine, on which 
is a small image set within a Prabhavali, 
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There is a portrait sculpture with a decorated ornamental headgear, on the southern gopura, 
identified as Ramalinya Naidu, who built the temple. 

ii. Chintala Venkataramanaswamy temple : This temple is situated about a furlong to 
the north of the Bugga Ramalingeswara temple. The main gopura of the temple facing east, ts 
not only massive but also beautiful, It is a huge solid structure built partly of stone and brick, 
The stone portion contains exquisite figures of Vidyadharas, Apsaras and Avataras elegantly arranged 
in rows, Inside the temple, the wall is carved with beautiful sculptures. In the Rangamandapa, 
there are forty pillars carved in Vijayanagar style. On the southern and western walls of the temple 
are depicted scenes from Bhagavata, The temple was built by certain Thimma, son of Rama//V?ga 
Naidu. The sanctum faces east, The temple has an ardhamandapa with porches on either side, 
a mukhamandapa, a stone chariot, a dhvajastambha, and a storeyed vimana, There are four pillars 
in the mandapa. On the ceiling is carved a lotus. The mandapa contains forty pillars in three 
rows. The kalyanamandapa is located near the southern prakara, In front of it, there is another 
mandapa, a long one with two rows of pillars.

C. Historicity : The presence of ash mounds (Budida) and Caves (gavi) in the nearby 
hillock suggest the name Budagavi to the village. 

D. Antiquarian Remains ; 

a. Neolithic Habitation : In the southern slopes of the hill called Butamaia kondd is 
noticed a habitational deposit assignable to Neolithic period, The thickness of the deposit measuios 
2 mts. and looks ashy grey in colour, covering an area of half an acre It is non arable Polished 
stone celts, blades and sling balls are collected along with grey ware, red slipped ware and rod 
and black wares. From the hill slopes of Peddakonda or Budagavi hillock, neolithic implements, 
microliths grey ware and red ware pottery are collected, 

b. Rock Shelters : There are six rock shelters located on the hill top of 'Budagavi 1 , One 
has to climb the hill through; thorny bushes, and gliding rock bot iders from the southern side of

the village. In one of the shelters are noticed rock paintings depleting animals, birds and fine 
Imprints of left hand in red ochre. Figures of three deers are paint <d on the extreme right, a bull 
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and cow in the centre, with a calf below, A buffalo a little below the calf, five left hand prints on 
the left side and a bird probably an eagle or a crow flying from north to south are finely painted. 
A human figure in line drawing is found on the extreme left, just in the middle of the hand prints. 
Another figure of horned bull is seen on the boulder below the rock shelter. 

Another rock shelter bearing figures of humped horned bulls, antelopes, palm tree, line 
drawing pf a man holding a spear in his right hand with an antelope by his side, a hand print, 
all in red ochre, have been noticed. 

Two line drawings of human figures have also been noticed in another rock shelter painted 
in white pigment. 

c. Temples : i. Sivalayam : The temple belongs to modern period, situated in the centre 
of the village. It is a flat roofed shrine consisting of a garbhagriha and a mandapa. A polished 
black stone Sivalinga is placed in the sanctum, There is seated Nandi infront of the garbhagriha, 
which is 38 cms. in height and 40 cms. in length. 

II Anjaneyaswamy temple : It is a late medieval temple situated near Sivalayam and It 
is in south-north orientation. It is a flat roofed temple consist ; ng of a garbhagriha and a mandapa. 
The image of Anjaneyaswamy (2.15 x 1.48 mts,) made of granite is placed in the garbhagriha 
facing south. A stone dhvajastambha about 5 mts. high stands infiont of the temple. There are 
several erotic figures depicted on the dhva]a$tamhha. The temple protected by the Andhra 
Pradesh department of Archaeology and Museums, 

A black stone idol of Mahishasuramardani (90 x 70 cms.) is placed by the side of 
dhvajastambha in the temple complex. She is represented with six hands. She holds a sword, an 
arrow, a shield and a bow. The other attributes are not clea<, 

Parasurama and Ellamma are recently constructed small religious structures in the eastern 
outskirts of the village. In the nearby fields is noticed a seated Ganesa, 

Hi. Iswara temple : It is also a protected monument of Archaeology and Museums 
department. It is situated on the northern side of the village, The flat roofed twin temple consists 
of two sanctums, and an antarala with a common mandapa. The main sanctum contains a linga 
made of black stone facing east. A seated Nandi in granite stone is placed in the antarala. 

In the northern sanctum, an image of Surya (93 x 55 cms.) carved in granite stone is 
placed, facing south. He holds lotuses in his two hands. Two female deities probably Prabha and 
Sandhya are depicted on either side of Surya in the bottom. 
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Dvarapalakas are depicted on the doorjambs of the main sanctum with Gajalakshmi motif 
on the lintel. It is datable to late medieval period.
